Many plants lose their 
quality in the sales yard 
by becoming too dry, the 
specialist continues, The 
stems and foliage become 
crinkled and discolored. 
Chances are these plants 
will never overcome the 
shock, Many times they 
live, but are very unthrifty 
and don’t give the pleasure 
you are looking for ina 
shrub, 

What is a good quality 

lant nhill save t 


shapea, heavily; 
branched and densely foli- 
ated, subject to the natural 
growth of the variety. 

When shopping for orna- 
mentals examine the plant 
to see that the canes and 
branches are strong and 
well formed. Be sure the 
plant is well branched, with 
the branches evenly dis- 
tributed toform a desirable 
shrub, The foliage should 
have a healthy appearance 
and the leaves should be of 
the proper size, shape, tex- 
ture and color for the 
specie, 

Always carefully exam- 
ine any new plant material 
for signs of disease or in- 
sect damage to keep from 
making a bad investment 
as well as contaminating 
your existing shrubbery, 

*fYou’ll be happier with 
good quality plants even 
though they might cost a 
little more,’’ concludes 
Thornhill, ‘‘Remember -- 
you get what you pay for in 
sh opping for plant ma- 
terial.”’ He adds that gar- 
den centers now have good 
supplies of top quality ma- 
terial, and this is a good 
time to plant ornamentals,

“Show your medicare 
card to your doctor where 
you go for treatment,’’ ad- 
vises Harry N, Scott, social 
security district manager. 

Persons 65 or over who 
are insured under medi- 
care receive an identifi- 
cation card with red, white 
and blue stripes across 
the top. The card shows 
their name, claim number, 
and the date that protection 
begins under hospital or 
medical insurance or both, 

“Most doctors have a 
supply of the forms which 
are used to claim benefits 
under the medical insur- 
ance part of medicare,”’ 
Mr. Scott says. “‘The 
patient arranges for the 
payment of the first $50) 
of doctor bills in a year, 
Medicare pays 80 percent’ 
of the reasonable charges 
of the rest of the covered 
medical services.”’ 

Payment of doctors’ 
bills is handled in either 
of two ways. The patient 
and his physician decide 
which method will be used, 
Payment may be made (1) 
directly to the doctor if 
he agrees to send in the 
claim; or (2) to the pa- 
tient who pays the doctor 
and gets an itemized re- 
ceipt to claim repayment 
himself. 

If hospitalization 
is necessary, the physician 
arranges for the admission 
of his patient. The bene- 
ficiary accepts responsi- 
bility for payment of the 
first $40 of hospital costs 
in each spell of illness, 
and the hospital claims 
payment of the remainder 
of the reasonable cost. 

Anyone can get addition- 
al information about the 
health insurance from his 
social security office. The 
social security office in 
Dothan is located in the 
Federal Building, 100 West 
Troy Street.
